May J 4—The body 
of an unidentified man, about 35 or 
40 years old, with three holes in the 
I skull and a bullet wound in the chest 
was found lying on a bank of the 
Missouri river, five miles from Lex­ 
ington, Mo., yesterday afternoon.
